in the Zapruder film. This coupled with Betzners affidavit (19?4o7) 
can be used to shed some light, as to *he time of the f^rst 
shot thgt was fired. 

I fi sfet saw letzner in picture no. 1, pa. 47 of the Oct. 7 
1964 1. ssue of Life . ~ T is knees are directly to the right of flint 
TT ill ’ s shoulder and he is flanked on either side by gentlemen In 
dark suits. T T e is dre seed entirely in white and has his camera 
raised to h' ? s eye. oyis picture coincides 'with frame 187 (1997) 
of the Zapruder film. Tn Exhibit 409(178198) Betzner appears at 
the very left hand edge, iust above bill's left shoulder as 
you look at the picture. This coincides with frame 198 of the 
Zapruder film and Betzner still has his camera to his eye. Bv 
frame 199-199(18914-15) it is evident that Betzner is finished 
taking his picture as his full face is ouite visible and bis 
feet are about p" apart. After frame 199 only the lower part 
of his body is visible, but by frame 202 his feet are about 
2-5 feet apart and his right knee is bent. To me this indicates 
that Betzner appears to be leaning to his right, possibly to 
see around the gentlemen standing to his left. Because of the 
proximity of this man on his (Betzner' s) left, I don't believe 
he could see Kennedy much after frame 195 and therefore had 
probably finished taking his picture in the span from 195 to 199. 
Acording to Betzner s affidavit (19 u 467_bb) it was immediately after 
he took this third picture that he heard the first shot. This 
shot secured so fast that he didn't even finish winding his camera 
something at which he appeared to he very adept, "etznsr himself 
admits that the s^ea o f the grassy knoll and the wooden f ence 
would have to be in his third picture (199468) . 

As proof that t v i s i s really TJ -etzner one has only to turn 
again to Life . On page 24 of the l r ov. 29th 1965-issue of Li fe 
you can see the two previously mentioned gentlemen in the dark 
suits looking toward ’Houston Street, '-'owever between them there 
is a rather large gap, a gap into which Be tuner will move. 

Betzner is in this gap by the third picture on this same page 
with his camera at about hi. s throat. With the materials I have
